Cal Poly’s Rose Parade float 





More than 20 students are working 
almost around the clock at the 
Rosemont Pavilion across from the 
Rose Bow] in Pasadena to prepare a 
float for the Rose Parade Jan. 1. 

If they succeed as past groups 
from the San Luis Obispo and 
Pomona campuses of California 
State Polytechnic Universities have, 
they will bring home a top award. 

The schools have won awards 
every year since 1949. They are 
bringing what they call ‘‘27 years by 
doing’ to planning and construction 
of this year’s entry 

“To celebrate the Bicentennial 
year, the Cal Poly Universities’ 28th 
float entry represent America’s 
high hopes for the future,”’ said a 
float committee spokesperson. 

“The eye-catching aspect of the 
float will again be the result of 
extensive animation. A Basset 
Hound with high hopes for an ice- 
cream-cone-sneak-play will be 
continually frustrated along the 
parade’s five-mile route New Year's 
day. His master awakes from his 
daydream just in time to save his 
triple decker from canine 
consumption,’ the spokesperson 
added. 

What should turn out to be an 
entertaining float, though, is not an 
overnight accomplishment. 

In May of each year the Rose 
Float committees from the Pomona 
and San Luis Obispo campuses meet 
to choose a design from the many 
entries submitted by students and 
friends of the schools during a 
design contest held in April. After a 
series of joint meetings, a final 
design is selected and refined to a 
winning entry. From this design, a 
rendering is completed to exact 
specifications and colors. 

Major construction begins in the

summer months. From structural 
plans, a frame is constructed and 
the many supporting steel 
structures added. The frame serves 
as the foundation and chassis for the 
many integral systems which make 
the float work. To complete the 
floats, electrical and hydraulic 
systems are added to create lifelike 
animation sequences. 

To create the many figures used 
on the float steel rods are bent and 
shaped into the desired forms. 
These forms create the skeletal 
framework used to mold the 
finished figures. Chicken wire is 
then used to give body to the 
structure, which is then papier 
mache'd and painted. A finishing 
layer of floral and other natural 
vegetation completes the figure. 

‘“‘A unique aspect of the Cal Poly 
entry is that most of the flowers are 
grown by the committees of both 
campuses. Flowers not actually 
used are sold, enabling the purchase 
of floral material not raised locally. 
About 3,000 student hours are spent 


Hard work does it 


in planting, raising and harvesting 
the 200,000 flowers grown each 
year,’ the spokesperson said. 

A wide variety of flowers, seeds 
and natural vegetation is being used 
this year. The little boy will be 
dressed in jeans made of blue 
bachelor buttons, and a shirt 
checkered in red and white 
chrysanthemums. 

Peach daisy petals will provide 
the skin tone for the face and hands, 
with bronze mum petals for hair. 
Covering the ice cream cone will be 
cocoa palm bark, while the wobbling 
scoops of ice cream will be petals. 
Combed cocoa palm bark, paupus 
grass and bunny tail will give the 
dog a lifelike furry appearance. The 
base of the float will be decorated 
with fern and accented with floral 
bouquets.

You and Your Pet 


Ears need extra care

Dogs and cats are born with acute 
sense of hearing that is actually 
twice as good as human beings 
hearing. But ears are a source of 
frequent trouble for these pets, and 
it is important to take special care 
while grooming to keep their ears as 
clean as possible. 

Dog and cat ears are very 
sensitive. In fact, many pets resist 
having their ears touched at all.

Normally, however, if you speak in 
a calm, reassuring voice, your pet 
will accept ear cleaning as part of 
its normal grooming routine. 

Never poke or probe at your pet’s 
ears, and never wash the ears out 
with soap and water. Instead, apply 
a small amount of baby oil or 
perioxide on cotton and wipe only as 
far as you can without stretching the 
tissue. Long-haired and floppy- 
eared dogs will need more attention 
more frequently, because there is 
little air circulating in their ears. 

If the surface of your pet’s ears 
appears dry, you might wipe it 
gently with a mild ointment to 
lubricate slightly. If the surface 
seems too moist, a dusting with 
boric acid powder might be helpful. 
But you should go no further. If 
either condition persists, further 
treatment is a matter for your 
veterinarian. 

If you suspect that your pet has 
any kind of ear trouble, the best 
thing to do is leave the ear alone and 
call your veterinarian. Many 
overanxious Owners probe too far 
into their pet’s ears and may 
permanently damage the ear canal. 

Some of the more obvious 
symptoms indicate infection: black 
caking around the canal just inside

the ear; frequent shaking of the 
head and pawing at the ear; holding 
the head at a strange angle so that 
you think your pet has lost its wits; 
1 strong odor coming from the ear, 
ur heavy waxy material and matted 
hair on the surface of the ear. Do not 
use medications or insecticides that 
might be around the house. 

Sometimes ear ailments are 
caused by nothing more than an 
insect bite, a minor ulceration or a 
small pimple. But even these minor 
inflammations can upset your dog or 
cat. Your pet can become quite 
annoyed and irritate the ear until 
both of you become frantic and the 
situation worsens. 

Hemetomas — a swelling that 
contains blood — sometimes occur 
in the middle of the skin or the ear 
flap. They may result from a sharp 
blow which ruptures the blood 
vessels in the ear, or by your pet’s 
scratching and shaking his ear as a 
result of ear inflammation or an 
infection. 

Occasionally, dogs suffer from 
otitis media, an inflammation of the 
middle ear. This condition comes 
from an infection of the external ear 
passage or the nasal passage by way 
of the eustachian tube — the tube 
connecting the middle ear with the

upper part of the throat. Common 
Symptoms are pain, fever, ear 
discharge and possible loss of 
balance. 

Often chronic ear irritiations are 
caused by mites that settle in the 
ear. Symptoms of this infection are 
the same as for other ear infections. 
Prompt attention to mites can-give 
your pet relief from misery. 

Your pet can also be irritated by 
something as simple as too much 
wax in the ear. It is best, regardless 
of all the home remedies you may 
read, to have your veterinarian 
take a look. If there is an ac- 
cumulation of wax in the ear, you 
may cause serious damage by 
attempting to dislodge it. 

Remember that the first sign of 
ear discomfort, you should take 
your pet to the veterinarian. He will 
know how to treat the various ear 
problems your dog or cat might 
have. And he can demonstrate 
proper ear care for your pet so you 
can avoid future problems.
